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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY OBSERYATIONS. 


1. Total amount op local taxation in Ireland. 

The local taxation of Ireland, making the deductions ascertained to be necessary on 
account of duplicate entries, and supplying the absence of a certain return* by the 
latest information available, may be set down for the year 1895 at £3,842,005, being 
an increase of £92,583, or 2'4 per cent., on the amount in the previous year. 

The various local rates and taxes are arranged in the following table to show the 
distribution of this amount under the heads of Rates on real property, Tolls, fees, 
stamps and dues, and other sources of receipt, apart from loans, and grants from the 
Imperial taxes ; as also the increase or decrease in the amount of each branch of taxation 
compared with the year 1894.

Of the other receipts included in the taxation of 1895, amounting to £349,706, a 
Considerable portion has been derived from certain sources which are referred to under 
the following heads, (a) and (b). 


Gas and water undertakings (a.) 

Gas. 

The revenues arising from the gas undertakings which are in the hands of certain 
town authorities are dealt with in the returns of local taxation in the following manner. 
The gas accounts are kejit apart from the other accounts of these authorities, and in 
any case in which a profit has accrued on a year’s transactions after providing for the 
lighting of the town, tins profit, unless otherwise applied by the town authority, 
is brought forward in aid of the local rate, and is included in the abstract 
of the town accounts given in the appendices under the head of other receipts. 
The total amount of such profits included in column 4 of the foregoing table for the 
year 1895 is £11,182. 


Water. 

The receipts connected with water undertakings in the hands of local taxing 
authorities are two-fold, — those produced by poundage rates assessed on valuation, ana 
those arising from sales of water, water rents, &c. The latter are included under the 
head of other receipts in the returns of local taxation, and in 1S95 they amounted to 
£66,979. 

As regards the sums produced by public and domestic water rates assessed ou 
valuation, it is to be noted that these are included in the amount given under the 
head of rates on real property, but the accounts of these, rates are not always kept 
separately, and therefore it is not possible to determine with accuracy the amount 
produced by each of them in the course of a year. It is, estimated, however, that of 
the total amomit of water rates appearing in the accounts of 1895, viz., £115,970, a 
sum of £67,883 was for water supplied for private purposes.* 


Bounty in lieu of rates on government property (b.) 

The contributions paid by the Treasury to local authorities in respect of rates on 
Government property are also included in other receipts, and the amount thereof 
in the accounts of 1895 was £35,833. The distribution of this sum among the local 
taxing bodies was as follows : —

Grants from the Imperial taxes in aid of local rates. 

In addition to the contributions paid by the Treasury to local authorities as rates on 
Government property, the following grants from the Imperial taxes were made to the 
three authorities first named hereafter in respect of the year ended the 31st of March, 
1895. In the remaining cases the sums named appear in the accounts of the year 1895. 
The grants marked (a) and (c) have been paid each year since 1867, those marked (6) 
and ( d ) in each year since 1875, the amounts necessarily varying in each year. As 
already observed the grants from the Imperial taxes in aid of local rates are not included 
in the amount of the year’s taxation given on page 5.

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GRAND JURY CESS. 
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I.— COUNTY TAXATION. 

Grand Jury Cess. 

One of the oldest of the local taxes in Ireland and that which produces the largest 
amount of taxation is the poundage rate on real property called Grand Jury Cess, or 
County Cess. The area of incidence in the case of this rate is, in counties other than 
counties of cities and of towns, the Barony or half Barony, and in counties of cities 
and of towns the County ; and, as there are 326* baronies and half baronies, and 8 
counties of cities and of towns, there are 334 separate areas of taxation for the purposes 
of county administration. 

The cess is levied on the occupier according to the area of taxation in which his 
holding is situated, but in the case of any tenancy created since the 1st of August 1870 
of which the valuation does not exceed .£4, it is provided by' the Landlord and Tenant 
Act of that year that the cess shall be payable by the immediate lessor, — a similar 
provision in regard to poor rate having been enacted in 1843. Section 65 of this 
Statute, moreover, with respect to lettings made at any date subsequent to its enact- 
ment, applied to Grand J ury Cess the principle of dividing the rate equally between 
the rated occupier and owner by enabling the former to deduct one-hali the cess paid 
by him from his rent ; an arrangement which has been in operation in regard to the- 
poor rate since the introduction of the Poor Laws in 1838. 

Presentments. 

The purposes to which Grand Jury Cess is applied, and the gross amount of the 
presentments passed in 1895 for each branch of county expenditure are shown in the 
following summary of the table on pages 22 and 23.

The re-presentments and credits available towards this total amounted to £171,939, 
and the deduction of this sum left a net amount of £1,323,312 to be levied in 1895, an 
increase of £12,609 on the amount of the levy in 1894. 

The sums presented for the construction, maintenance, and repairs of roads, footways, 
bridges, &c., in the year 1895 amounted to £766,915, being £989 less than in the pre- 
ceding year, and forming, as will be seen by the foregoing summary, 51 '29 per cent, of 
the total presentments", that is, practically about one-half, as is usually the case. 
The next largest sum is that under the heading miscellaneous, amounting to £231,367, 
and in this is included the cost of registration of Parliamentary Voters, Jurors’ 
expenses, compensation for malicious injuries, cost of collection of the cess, printing, &c. 
The presentments for lunatic asylums amounted to £165,945, being £17,165 in excess 
of the amount in the preceding year, and for prison expenses to £17,337. The

cost of the maintenance of prisons in Ireland was formerly borne by the Grand Jury 
Cess, but under tho General Prisons Act, 1877, it is now defrayed from moneys voted 
by Parliament, and the foregoing sum provides chiefly for the annuities paid to former 
prison officers, £12,830 being required for this purpose, as against £13,050 in 1894. 
The presentments for extra police amounted to £21,811, being £4,370 less than in the 
preceding year.* The charge for valuation in each county is fixed by the Act 37 and 
38 Vic., cap. 70, at the respective amounts given in column 12 of the table on page 
23, making a total of £8,000. The presentments under the remaining heads do not 
call for any special observations, and exhibit no very marked differences from the 
amounts under the corresponding heads in the returns of the preceding year. 


Poundage or Grand Jury Cess. 

The average poundage of the Grand Jury Cess levied in 1895 in each county, and 
county of a city, and county of a town is given in column 20 of the table on page 23, 
and it will be seen thereby that the highest average was reached in Kerry, viz., 
4s. and the lowest in Meath, viz., Is. 0 £d, while the average for the whole of 
Ireland was 2s. Id. By provinces, the average cess ranged in Ulster from Is. 8 d. in 
Fermanagh to 3s. §\d. in Donegal, in Munster from Is. 3§ d. in Limerick county of the 
city to 4s. C \d. in Kerry, in Leinster from Is. O^d. in Meath to 3s. 7d. in Kilkenny 
county of the city, and in Connaught from Is. 8 £d. in Roscommon to 2s. 9| d. in 
Leitrim. 

Tho average poundages of the cess levied in the preceding year are given in 
column 21 of the same table for the purpose of comparison.

The receipts of each county authority during 1895, with the exception of 
those of the counties of the cities of Cork, Dublin and Limerick, will be found in 
a table on page 24 which has been compiled from the abstracts of county accounts

The fiscal powers of the Grand Juries of the three counties of cities named above 
have been transferred by special legislation to the respective Municipal Councils,! and 
the receipts on account of the rates levied in lieu of Grand Jury Cess in these counties 
of cities are included in municipal taxation in table IV., on page 26. 

To these three counties of cities Waterford must now be added — the fiscal 
powers of the Grand Jury having been transferred to the Municipal Council 
from the 1st of September, 1896, by an Act of last Session, 59 and 60 Vic., cap. cxxv. 
As bearing on the question of taxation it may be mentioned here that under this 
Statute the area of the city of Waterford has been enlarged, thereby increasing its 
valuation for rating purposes, that jurisdiction with respect to roads, bridges, <fec., in 
the added area has been transferred to the Corporation, that additional rating powers 
have been conferred on that Body, and that by Section 57 the city will participate 
in the grant provided by the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888, iu 
every year after the 31st of December, 1897.

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UNION TAX AT TON. 
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The Town Council of another Borough named in the Municipal Corporations 
{Ireland) Act, 1840, viz., Drogheda, obtained special legislation with respect to 
their municipality during last Session (59 and 60 Vic., cap. ccxx), but in this case, 
while the area of the town has been extended, the Grand Jury of the county of the 
town of Drogheda retain their powers within the old area, and will become the Bead 
Authority in the added area from and after the Summer assizes of 1897. 


Valuation of Counties. 

The valuation of each county, and county of a city, and county of a town in Ireland 
in 1896, and in each of the four preceding years will, be found on page 60, from 
■which it may be seen that the total valuation of the country has increased from 
£14,081,062 in 1892 to £14,396,540 in 1896. The increase, amounting to £315,478, 
has taken place chiefly in the counties of Antrim and Down, and is mainly attributable 
to the growth of the city of Belfast, the valuation of which has increased from £716,502 
in the former year to £887,281 in the latter, an increase of £170,779. The valuation 
of Belfast as given herein does not include that of the area added to the city by an Act 
of last Session, 59 and 60 Vic., cap. ccxlvi. 


II.— UNION TAXATION. 

Poor Bate. 

The taxation produced by the Poor Bate levied by Boards of Guardians in Poor 
Law Unions ranks next in amount to that produced by the Grand Jury Cess. This 
rate is also a poundage on valuation, and, with the following exceptions, is assessed 
on occupiers according to the Electoral Division in which the occupied property is 
situate, there being a distinct rate for each Electoral Division. 

The rating of the immediate lessor instead of the occupier is provided for by section 
1 of the Act 6 and 7 Vic., cap. 92, in cases where the valuation of the occupied property 
does not exceed £4, subject to certain exceptions as set forth in the section. Section 4 
of this Act provides that immediate lessors shall be rated for houses let in separate 
apartments or lodgings, and under section 10 of the Act 12 and 13 Viet., cap. 104, 
persons receiving rent in respect of hereditaments exempt from rating are liable to be 
rated in respect of such rent to the extent of one-half the poundage rate on the 
Electoral Division in which the hereditaments are situated. Section 63 of the Act 
12 and 13 Viet., cap. 91, provides that, in the City of Dublin, the owner of property 
of which the valuation dues not exceed £8, or which is let to weekly or monthly 
tenants, or in separate apartments, shall be rated instead of the occupier. 


Number of Unions, Electoral Divisions, &c. 

There are at the present time 159 Poor Law Unions, embracing 3,444 Electoral 
Divisions, and the average . number of divisions in each Union is therefore nearly 22. 
The greatest number comprised in a Union is 48 in the case of Mullingar, ana the 
smallest 7, in the cases of Castlecomer and Castletown Unions. 

In 1895 the valuation of the Unions on which the Poor Bate was assessed varied 
from £976,025 in Belfast to £10,818 in Belmullet, the average valuation being £89,678. 


Bural Sanitary Authorities. 

Under Section 6 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, all Boards of Guardians 
are Bural Sanitary Authorities' over such portions of their respective Unions as are 
not contained in Urban Sanitary Districts, and they levy the necessary rates for 
carrying out the provisions of the Acts relating to public health in the areas 
within their jurisdiction as part of the poor rate. The expenses of a rural Sanitary 
Authority are by section 232 divided into general expenses and special expenses, 
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the former being payable out of the poor rate of the Electoral Divisions or parts 
thereof included in the entire sanitary district, according to valuation, the latter 
being chargeable to some contributory place or contributory places as defined by the 
section. 

Private improvement expenses which a Rural Sanitary Authority may have incurred 
or for which they may be liable, can now be provided for by a private improvement 
rate which the Rural Authority are empowered to make and levy by Section 4 of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896.

EH.— MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 

Town Hates. 

There are at the present time 119 towns in Ireland under municipal government, 
and, with the exception of Bantry hereafter referred to, they are classified in four 
tables given in the Appendix, viz., tables IV., V., VI., and VII., in accordance with 
the Statutes under which the governing bodies were constituted at the time the rates 
dealt with in these tables were assessed. These Statutes are : — 

3 <fc 4 Vic., cap. 108, under which there are 11 towns governed by Town Councils, 

17 <fc 18 Vic., cap. 103, „ „ 89 „ „ „ „ Commissioners, 

9 Geo. IV., cap. 82, „ „ 6 „ „ „ „ ,, 

And, Special Acts, „ „ 12 „ and townships governed hy. Commissioners. 

There is one other town, Carrickfergus, referred to on page 15, which is 
governed by Municipal Commissioners under Section 16 of the first named Act, and 
section 26 of 6 ana 7 Vic., cap. 93, and it is placed in table VII. for purposes of 
convenience. 

The number of towns constituted under the second Statute named above, the Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, was increased by two during the year 1896, viz., 
Bantry, in which the Act was adopted in accordance with the usual procedure in the 
month of July, and Armagh, to which it was applied from the 1st of November by 
the Statute 59 & 60 Vic., cap. ccxxxv. Up to the date mentioned Armagh bad been 
constituted under 9 George IV., cap. 82. 

The rate levied in towns is a poundage on valuation, and the following are the 
rating powers conferred on municipal authorities by the Legislature in the three general 
Acts specified above. 

Section 133 of the Act 3 & 4 Vic., cap. 108 the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) 
Act, 1840, authorizes the Council of a borough to levy a rate on the owners, occupiers 
or tenants of hereditaments situated therein, subject to the proviso contained in the 
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section with regard to hereditaments under the value of £5, viz., that only those 
persons who are rated under the Poor Relief Acts in respect of such hereditaments within 
the borough shall be liable to pay this rate. Section 10 of the amending Act, 3 & 4 Vie., 
cap. 109, directs that the maximum borough rate in any borough shall be Is. in the 
£, and except in certain cases it limits this rate in boroughs in which the Act 9 Geo. IV., 
cap. 82, is in force to 3 d. The provisions of the Act 17 and 18 Vic., cap. 103, are 
wholly or partly in operation m six of the towns constituted under the Act 3 and 
4 Vic., cap. 108, the remaining five being debarred by Section 100 from adopting it. 
The municipal Council in each of these five cases, however, possess additional powers 
of taxation under local Acts. 

In towns under 17 & IS Vic., cap. 103, the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, 
the rate is made on the occupier where the valuation of the occupied property exceeds £4, 
and, except in certain cases, on the immediate lessor, when it does not exceed that amount. 
The rate is limited to Is., save in those towns where the Commissioners supply water 
to the ratepayers under the provisions of the Act, and in such cases it is limited to 
Is. Gd. Section 62 provides that certain lands, as therein described, shall be rated on 
one-fourth only of their valuation. 

In towns under the Act 9 George IV., cap. 82, the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) 
Act, 1828, the rate is levied on the owners, occupiers, or tenants of property within the 
town ; and for the purposes of the rate the property is classified as follows : — 

Tenements valued at £5 and under £10, in -which cases the poundage cannot exceed 
Gd. in the £, those valued at £10 and under £20, in which it cannot exceed 9 d., 
and those valued at £20 and upwards, in which it cannot exceed Is. It is also 
provided that the rate on the class of tenements first mentioned shall be equal 
to two-thirds of that on those in the second class, and one-half of that on those 
in the third class, and that the rate on the second class shall be equal to three-fourths 
of that on those in the third class. Premises under £5 valuation are exempt 
from rating. There are only six towns at the present time constituted under 
this Statute, as will be seen above, and, by section 19 of the Towns Improvement 
Act, its provisions cannot be adopted in any town since the 10th of August, 1854. 

As regards the towns constituted under special Acts, the provisions of the Towns 
Improvement Act, either in whole or part, have been incorporated with the local Act 
in almost every case. 


Urban Sanitary Districts. 

A further classification of the towns as Urban Sanitary Districts, of which there are 
now 73, Portrush being constituted such by an Act of last Session, 59 & 60 Vic., cap. 
lxxxvii., and those which are not Urban Sanitary Districts of which the number is 46, 
will be found on pages 58 and 59. The governing bodies of the former are Urban 
Sanitary Authorities, and under section 226 of the Public Health Act, 1878, the 
expenses payable by them in the execution’ of the Acts relating to public health are 
defrayed, in the case of the Council of a borough out of the borough fund or borough 
rate, and in other cases, out of any rate leviable by the governing body throughout 
their whole district. Urban Sanitary Authorities are also empowered by Section 229 
to make and levy a private improvement rate for the purpose of discharging any 
expenses which they may have incurred, or to which they may become liable, as private 
improvement expenses. 


Rates under the Housing of the Working Classes Act. 

The Housing of the Working Classes Act, 53 and 54 Vic., cap. 70, confers certain 
powers on local authorities in relation to the clearing of unhealthy areas or unhealthy 
dwellings, and the erection of lodging-houses for the working classes, and the necessary 
expenses are defrayed out of the local rate as defined in the 1st Schedule to the 
Act. Section. 24 removes for the purposes of Part 1, which deals with unhealthy 
areas, any limit imposed on or in respect of local rates. Section 42 similarly removes 
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for . the purpose of Part 2, which deals with unhealthy dwelling-houses, any existing 
limit on local rates, and Section 65 provides that expenses incurred for the purpose 
of Part 3, which deals with the erection of working classes lodging-houses, shall 
be defrayed as part of the expenses under the Public Health Act. As regards Town 
Commissioners who are not Sanitary Authorities, it is provided by Section 99 that 
their local rate may, with the approval of the Treasury, be increased for the purpose of 
carrying out Part 3 of the Act. 


Poundage op town bates. 

The tables on pages 58 and 59, give the town rates levied for the expenditure of the 
year 1895, and it will be seen thereby that in urban sanitarv districts the poundages 
varied from GcZ. in Cootehill and Kilrush to 6s. 5 {d. in the city of Cork. This latter is 
an aggregate poundage, and includes, amongst others, the “ General Purposes Rate ” 
levied in lieu of Grand Jury Cess, which appeal’s from column 20 of table 1 of the 
Appendices to have been Is. Gd. Similarly in the cases of Dublin and Limerick eifies, 
the respective rates of 5s. lOeZ. and 5s. 8a'. include the rates in lieu of Grand Jury Cess 
given in the same table — viz., Is. 4 £c7. and Is. 3|cZ. respectively. The rate of 5s. Ad. in 
the case of Belfast includes a police rate of Is. 4 d. in the £ on valuations above £20, 
and Sd. in the £ on valuations of £20 and under, which is levied under the Act 8 and 
9 Vic., cap. 142. In the towns which are not urban sanitary districts the rates varied 
from 4 d. in Cookstown to 2s. in Arklow. This latter, however, includes Is. which the 
Commissioners are required by section 7 of the Act 45 Vic., cap. 13, to levy as an 
additional rate to that under the Towns Improvement Act for the repayment of a 
certain portion of the expenditure incurred in connection with Arklow Harbour. 


Towns wholly or partly exempt from rates. 

It will be seen by the tables referred to in the preceding paragraph that no rates 
were assessed in the following towns : — Carrickfergus, Cashel, Drogheda, Kells, Clona- 
kilty, Tuam, Belturbet, Callan, Fethard, and Kilkenny. The municipal revenue is 
derived in each of the first four cases from real property, in the next two from 
tolls levied at markets and fairs, and in the last four partly from tolls and partly 
from property. The Corporation of Waterford and the Commissioners of Wicklow are 
possessed of sufficient income to render the levying of rates for ordinary municipal 
purposes unnecessary, those given in the table being in each case levied in connection 
with a supply of water provided by the town. Authority. Many towns have a 
considerable revenue arising from property, market tolls, and other permanent 
sources of income, and the sums received under these heads, in addition to the pro- 
duce of the rates assessed are, in every case, set forth in the town returns in the 
Appendices. In the case of Trim, it may be mentioned, that the property vested in the 
Commissioners procured the town an exemption from rates until 1S94. 

The Municipal Commissioners of the town of Carrickfergus, already referred to, have 
no power to levy rates for ordinary purposes, but by an Act of the Session of 1895, 
58 & 59 Vic., cap. lxxi., the area over which they exercise jurisdiction, viz., the County 
of the Town of Carrickfergus, has been divided into an Urban Sanitary District and a 
Rural Sanitary District, and the Commissioners have been constituted the Sanitary 
Authority of each District, and have been invested with power to make a separate 
rate for each District to enable them to defray the expenditure incurred in carrying the 
Public Health Acts into execution. 


Valuation, Population, and area op towns. 

The valuation, population, and area of each town, together with the Act or Acts 
under which each is constituted, will be found on pages 58 and 59. 


Roads and streets maintained by town authorities. 

The towns in which the roads and streets are maintained by the governing bodies to 
the exclusion of Grand Juries, together with such county charges as are contributed to 
from the town rates in these cases, are shown on pages 61 to 64. 
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Receipts and Expenditure op Town Authorities. 

The receipts of the various municipal authorities are grouped together in Part I. of the 
following table to facilitate comparison of the amounts collected by the different classes 
of town authorities, and they are divided into — (l) rates on real property; (2) tolls 
and market charges, dues, and fees; (3) from rents and other sources; ( 4 ) from 
borrowed money and the issue of stock ; (5) from the Imperial taxes ; and (6) from 
Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

It appears from this table, that of the total receipts of town authorities in Ireland^ 
£1,297,797 — £642,788, or 49-53 per cent., was from ratas on real property; £342,999', 
or 26 '43 per cent., was from money borrowed on the security of the rates and realized 
by the issue of stock ; £21 6,924, or 1671 per cent, was from rents and other sources ; 
£47,176, or 3'G3 per cent, was from tolls and market charges, dues, and fees; 
£30,825, or 2-38 per cent., was from the Imperial taxes; and £17,085, or 1*32 per 
cent., was from Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

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IV.— TAXATION IN DISTRICTS CHIEFLY MUNICIPAL, BUT NOT LEVIED 
BY MUNICIPAL BODIES. 


( a .) Belfast Water Rate. 

The Belfast City and District Water Commissioners are empowered to levy the 
following rates in the Borough of Belfast and the suburban districts, — a domestic water 
rate not exceeding Is. 8c& in the pound, and a public water rate equal to one-fourth part 
of the domestic rate, subject to a proviso that the latter in certain cases shall be only 
2 d. in the pound. The domestic water rate assessed for the year 1895 was Is. in the 
pound. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Commissioners, which are included in table VII. 
of the Appendices for purposes of convenience, are summarized as follows : —

(b.) Rutland-square Tax (Dublin). 

Under the Act 25 George 3, cap. 43 (Ireland), sections 20 and 21, the Governors 
of the Rotunda Hospital levy a tax on the occupiers of the houses on the east, 
north, and west sides of Rutland-square for the purpose of lighting those sides of 
the square, and for keeping the railings of the enclosure in repair, the balance to be 
applied towards the maintenance of the hospital. This tax is not a poundage on valuation 
like all other taxes on real property dealt with in these returns, but is a charge on each 
house in the square of Is. 9 cl. per foot of the frontage thereof, together with a fixed 
annual payment by the residents for each light or lamp in front of their houses. These 
are calculated to produce annually a sum of £307 19s. id., of which there was received in 
1895 £280 17s. 9 d. } £120 17s. Od. being applied to purposes of lighting and £160 Os. 9 d. 
in aid of the hospital. The receipts and expenditure iu this case are also included in 
table VII. 


(c.) Taxation in aid of the cost of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Under Section 4 of the Act 1 and '2 Vic., cap. 25, a rate of 8 d. in the pound on valua- 
tion is assessed within the police district of Dublin Metropolis, as defined in the Act, in 
aid of the cost of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and the amount produced thereby, 
together with the sums received from pawnbrokers’ licences, publicans’ certificates, &c., 
which were paid over to the Treasury for the year ended the 31st of March, 1896, are 
given in table VIII., of which the following is a summary : —

The cost of police in Ireland is charged on Imperial not local funds, but there are 
certain sums produced by local taxation in addition to the foregoing which are applied 
in aid of the amounts annually voted by Parliament for the maintenance of police. 

As regards the Royal Irish Constabulary, payments are only made from local sources 
to the extent of one-half the cost of an extra force where such is required, and it will be 
seen. by. table I. in the appendix that the presentments passed by Grand Juries in 
1895 for the maintenance of extra police in counties amounted to £21,811. 

C 
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The only charge on town rates for police occurs in the cities of Belfast and London- 
derry, and in each case it is for one-half the cost of an extra force, and for the discharge 
of the duties of a night watch performed by the constabulary. The cost of police to 
those cities is regulated, respectively, by the Acts 28 and 29 Vic., cap. 70, and 33 and 
34 Vic., cap. 83, and it amounted in Belfast to £13,510 for the year 1895. The sum 
of £29 is given under the head of “ watching ” in the accounts of the City of London- 
derry for the same year. 

The total charge to local rates in Ireland for the cost of police in 1895 may 
therefore be set down as amounting possibly to £86,000, while the sums voted by 
Parliament for the two branches of police service for the year ended in March, 1896, 
amounted to £1,469,639, viz., £94,178 for the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and 
£1,375,461 for the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

( d .) Taxation in connection with the Port and Docks Board, Dublin. 

It is enacted by the Statute 17 Vic., cap. 22, that the cost of preserving and 
repairing certain quay walls and bridges in the city of Dublin shall be provided by a 
tax to be levied within the police district of the Metropolis, and by a further Statute, 
39 and 40 Vic., cap. lxxxv., that the repayment of a loan obtained thereunder for the 
erection and maintenance of two new bridges shall be effected by means of a “ bridge 
rate” to be levied upon the “ bridge area,” which is defined as comprising the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District, the portion of the township of New Kilmainham which 
is not comprised in the Metropolitan Police District, the township of Clontarf, and 
a part of the county of Dublin as therein described, called the “ intermediate district” 
It is also provided by the latter Act that the bridge rate shall cease to be imposed 
when the loan obtained for the erection of the bridges referred to shall have been 
discharged, and that thenceforward the provisions of the first named Act, as above 
mentioned, shall apply in regal'd to their maintenance. The two rates in question 
usually amount to about 2d. in the pound on valuation, and the lodgments made in 
respect thereof to the credit of the Port and Docks Board during 1895 amounted to 
£S,742, as may be seen by table IX. of the Appendices. 

The loan obtained for the erection of the two bridges amounted to £118,765, of 
which there had been repaid at the end of 1895 a sum of £79,933. 

(e.) Court Leet Presentments. 

It has been ascertained that the only Court Leet in Ireland which has not actually 
ceased to exist is that in the Manor of Killultagh, including the town of Lisburn, but 
as the taxation formerly imposed by this Court Leet for the maintenance of the old 
Manor roads is now provided by Grand Jury Cess, and as the markets, reservoirs, water 
supply, &c., which had been maintained by Court Leet presentments have been sold to 
the Town Commissioners of Lisburn, the Court has become practically obsolete through 
disuse. 


V.— RECEIPTS OF BURIAL BOARDS. 

By Section 160 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 41 & 42 Vic., cap. 52, 
it is enacted that the Sanitary Authority of each Sanitary District, except towns .or 
townships having Commissioners under local Acts, shall be the burial board for such 
district, and that the Guardians of the union or unions in which the towns or townships 
referred to may be situate shall be the burial board in such oases. 

. The receipts and expenditure of rural and urban burial boards are included, respec- 
tively, in those of Boards of Guardians, and in the town returns given herein, and the 
details of the receipts and expenditure of the burial boards are given in table XI. of 
the Appendices. 


VI.— TAXATION ARISING FROM FEES, STAMPS, FINES, DOGS LICENCE 
DUTY, &c. 

This species of taxation is applied to the remuneration of officers of local courts, and 
in some instances is applied in aid of Grand Jury Cess and Town Rates, as shown 
hereinafter. 
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FEES, STAMPS, FINES, &c. 

As regards the officers styled Clerks of the Peace and Clerks of the Crown, whose 
salaries are charged on local rates, it should be stated that there are now only 14 of the 
former and 13 of the latter, the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877, having 
made provision for the uniting of these two offices by His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant when a vacancy occurs in either, and for the appointment to the united office of 
a person to be styled Clerk of the Crown and Peace, whose salary is paid out of funds 
provided by Parliament.

The salaries and retiring allowances of the clerks of Petty Sessions are charged on 
the fund produced by Crown fines and the sale of Petty Sessions stamps, and to 
secure the fund from variation in consequence of fluctuation in the amounts re- 
ceived from these sources, the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks is authorized by the 
Act 44 & 45 Vic., cap. 18, to deduct from the Dogs Licence Duty, mentioned in the 
next section, such sum as the Lord Lieutenant may order for any one year, and to add 
it to the fund. 

(d.) The Dogs Licence Duty. 

The collection of the dogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions clerks, and 
a return of it is made to Parliament by the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks, so that 
an abstract only is given in table XV. A considerable part of the remuneration of 
Petty Sessions clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty, as mentioned in the 
preceding section. The surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection 
is paid over in aid of Grand Jury cess and Town rates.

Loans outstanding against local authorities. 

Table XXII. on pages 54 to 57 gives the amount due on account of loans by the 
several town and harbour authorities, joint burial boards, and the Belfast City and 
District Water Commissioners at the close of the financial year ended in 1895, with the 
rate of interest payable in each case. 

The loans due by Boards of Guardians on the 29th of September of that year will 
be found summarized at page 21 of the 24th Report of the Local Government 
Board, and shown in detail m the Appendix thereto at pages 227 to 236. 

The following is a summary of the amount due in respect of loans by each class of 
local authority named in Table XXII., and by Boards of Guardians. 



In addition to the debts of harbour authorities given in column 6 of this table, sums 
amounting to £15,396 remained due on account of loans advanced to Grand Juries for 
harbour purposes. The amount due by Boards of Guardians given in column 9, 
includes £26,658, which will not become payable until the 1st of August, 1897, this 
amount being the second instalment of the loan advanced undor the Seed Potatoes 
Supply (Ireland) Act, 1895. 


Note. — Deductions on account of duplicate entnes, &c. 

In the case of Grand Jury taxation the other receipts given on page 10 have been 
reduced by £14,588, received from the Dogs licence duty, in that of Union taxation 
the other receipts of Board of Guardians on page 12 have been reduced by . £6,789 on 
account, of duplicate entries, and £4,183 received as repayment of relief, while 
as regards town taxation the other receipts on page 16, viz., £216,924, have beeD 
reduced by the following sums: — £5,929 received from Petty Sessions Stamps and 
Grown fines, £1,285 from the Dogs licence duty, £l,743 from grants or contributions 
made for specific purposes, and sums amounting to £22,293 which appear twice in the 
accounts of local bodies, thereby reducing the amount of such receipts to £185,674.
